ers the following exceedingly interest- 
ing and graphic description of Admiral 
Dewey's great victory in the harbor of 
Manila, written by Charles J. McDon- 
ald, a well-known Portsmouth bo/, a 
graduate of the Portsmouth 
High 


school, who is » sailor on board the 
United States cruiser Boston and a par- 
ticipant in the great naval battle: 


U. S 8. BOSTON, 


MANILA., PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


May 3d, 1898. 


This is the second day after the fight, 


and it is stated that it was one of the 
greatest naval battles on record. I onlj 
know that it was the hottest place I 
have even been in. We rati by the forts 
at the entrance of the harbor at eleven 
o'clock on the night of April 80th. We 
had ever} light out so that the enemy 
could not see us, as the passage was 
thorouKhly defended by torpedoes and 
suuuiariue mines, and if any of the 
ships had struck cue, we would have 
tiad the same story to tell as that of the 
Maine, but we had God's luck with us 
aud we got through safely, without the 
enemy seeing us. If they had seen us 
it would not have been well for them, 
as we had all omr gnus loaded and the 
crews standing by them. 


After we got through the entrance 


they saw us aud signalled to the forts 
toward which we were heading, aud 
where the Spanish fleet lay, about twen 
ty-five miles up the bay, and when we 
reached there they fired two or three 
shots at us. but they did not touch us. 
The Concord answered with| two six- 
inch guns and we let go our after eight 
inch gun, which was sighted at the 
place where the flash came from, and 
the McCnlloch fired her two three inch 
guns, but we do (not know if we did 
any damage; then everj thing was quiet 
for the rest of the night. We laid 
down beside our guns for u few min- 
utes' sleep, as we had none the night 
before. 
Just at daybreak wo wuro 


called to quarters, and the flagship neat 
up the signal to prepare for general ac 
tion, and at five o'clock we started (or 
the Spanish fleet. It was laying right 
abrpgst pf the forts which were the 
strongest of &ny $p$in has out here, 
and were supposed to be, by the pnemy, 
impregnable to onr Yankee fleet. 


I wish I could describe the battle to 


yon, but I cannot begin to. Ths flag- 
ship, Olympia, led the way; next came 
the Baltimore, then the Raleigh, Petrel 
and Concord, and last in hue and in the 
hardest place was the Boston. I guess 
fie papers will tell you more about it 
(ban I can; bow the enemy concentrated 
their fire upon pnr ship, aa they mis- 
took it for a battleship. Against pur 
squadron were fourteen Spanish ships, 
with the forts and mines to back them 
np. 
Among the ships were the Bcma 


Christina, Castillia Isle de Cuba, Isle 
de Luzon, Don -A^tonia something, and 
a number of names that I dnn't know, 
for when we were firing at them, the 
officers would say to us, "fire at the 


one," "hit the blue one," "give it 


to that white one," and that was all we 
could bear. Yon can bet your life wp 
did give it to them, but they fought 
well. We drove the Rein a Christina's 
crew from their guns three times, be 
fore she was set on fire, with our shells 
— but I am getting head of my story. 


At the signal for action the ships 


our fleet started to get into line, 
flagship leading, as J said before, 
headed right for the Spanish ileut. 
Spaniards began firing before we got 
into range, and their shells fell abort 
The Olympia did not reply but steamed 
straight toward them, the rest of the 
ships following with the flags flying on 
every truck and peak. O, it looked 
grand tp a*. AS 'we were the last to 
get into action and the last to g9t Qut, 
we saw it all. When the Olyinpia 
reached the portion desired, she let 
drive her port battery right at tke 
Spanish fleet and started down the line 
sending the shells, right into the ene- 
my's vessels, with all the rest of us 
following, and for an hour and a half it 
was red hot. From what we can hear 
the los$ of life among them was terri- 
ble. Oo the first charge down tb.e line 
the Baltimore lot go all her big guns 
and small ones at a black ship and all 
that yon could nee of the latter was a 
big cloud of smoke, then she blew up 
and sank, with her crew of 500 men. 
On the last turn up the line the Con- 
cord bad stopped to fire a few shots at 
the Spanish flagship, so that she got in 
our way, and we bad to cease firing aud 
wait until she started again, at which 
time we had oar gnus all loaded at 
once. Just at this time the first lieu- 
tenant sang ont, "Look out for the 
Beina Christina, she is coming toward 
us," and you bet we attended to her 
ease. We let go everything right at 


, our forward eight-inch struck her 


in the bows, and two of onr six-inch 
hit hdr somewhere else, but onr after 
eight inch did the work. It dropped a 
big shell down in the boiler room and 
set her on fire so that she was com- 
pelled to put back for the shore. We 
then went np the rest of the line and 
pulled ont to get breakfast and give our 
gnus a chance to get cool, for they were 
very hot; bat the whole Spanish fleet 
was nearly dona, either sunk, disabled 
or on fire, while not one of our vessels 
wss hurt or a man injured. 


A funny incident happened: One of 


tbe gun captains bad just fired and 
knocked tbe stern ont of a big ship and 
another vessel bad run ont to tow her 
in, when Mr. Bobinson, aiie officer of 
tbe division, said to him, "Let me try a 
shot just for the (nn of it" 
He took 


a good sight at tbe vessel that came out 
to do the towiog, and fired, saying as 
be did so, "Then U a kiss tor my wife." 
It ho kisses his wife like that I am 
sorry for her, for that shot knocked tbe 
whole bow oat of her, to that she was 


unable to do any towing and bad to put 
beck for tbe shore. 


Well, we went out for breakfast aud 


tbe captains held a council of war. 
After laying off for au hour or so, we 
again started for them, the Baltimore 
steaming right for the forts and navy 
yard, which were guarded by mines. 
She steamed right through the mine 
field, some of which were exploded but 
they did no harm, and then how we did 
throw iron into the dago dogs, and at 
at half-past eleven o'clock we bad them 
licked, aud the next day they came off 
and surrendered everything, and pulled 
out. We have been blowing up powder 
magazines, guns that we do not want, 
and making a proper wreck of every- 
thing around here, as this place was the 
backbone of Spanish authority, and is 
called Cavite. It is where their navy 
yard is situated; also their arsenal, and 
it is where their ships are kept and 
fitted out. It is situated across the bay 
from Manila, which place has not sur- 
rendered yet. 
The commodore has 


given the governor-general until noon 
today to surrender, or he will bombard 
the town. We do not kuow whether 
the governor-general will surrender or 
uot, but we are getting ready to let 
loose at them this afternoon, so I will 
not close this letter yet, until I find out 
how it is going do come ont. 
We are 


now getting ready to heave up the im- 
cbor, and we expect to let go at them at 
iioon. It is now eleven o'clock.

We have not fired a gun at Manila 


yet. Wo did uot lioavo up the anchor, 
as we had got word that the Spaniards 
had been given twenty-four hours lon- 
ger as they could not find the governor- 
general. It is said that he has skipped 
out with over $2,000,000 in gold on 
borne of the small gunboats that got 
away. The Raleigh has gone down to a 
place called Hollo, where it is sup- 
posed that the gunboats went, with the 
Concord in company, to capture them. 


We have captured and destroyed over 


$8,000,000 of propei ty, so you can see 
what a blow it is to Spain, and it will 
have a great bearing on the war. I 
hope the eastern ilect will luve as good 
luck, and capture their place and put 
the Spanish fleet there in the same con- 
dition as we have here, without losing a 
man. 


At one time in the battle the siren on 


our ship began to blow, and that is a 
signal to close all the water-tight com- 
partments, anl that we had a hole stove 
in us, but it proved to be a false alarm, 
as the siren cord had become caught in 
Borne manner, just at the time when the 
head of the lle«t was pulling out. 
The 


commodore, who waa watching us, and 
uot knowing what was the matte', lelt 
down hearted, as he could not see us 
very well m the thick smoke, but just 
then we began to cheer like the old 
Harry, and the commodore turned to 
some of the officers and said: "1 be- 
lieve that d 
Boston's crew would 


cheer if they were going to h 
." 
lie told our captain that we had a crack 
crew, and that our cheers put now life 
into the whole fleet. 


We have captured another troopship 


today complete, and the Petrel is tow- 
ing Uer down to the fleet, so we have a 
lot of prize money in sijjljt. 


I suppose you would like to kuow 


how I felt when 1 went into the fight. 
Well, I can say it did not affect me in 
the least; in fact I did not feel as ner- 
vous as I have at target practice. All I 
thought of was to Rive it to the dagos 
as hard und fast as I could. 


I will have more to tell you in my 


next letter, bat I will have to close now 
if I want to catch this m,ail.

P. S. The paper on which this is 


written was taken from the hospital 
ashore by a landing party sent today to 
bury the dead left behind by the Span- 
iards wljen they cleared out from there. 


I have ]ust heard th»t the eight-inch 


shell which we fired at the fort when 
we were coming in dismounted a gun 
and killed forty men. I am told that 
the killed and wounded 
altogether 


u mounted to GOQ men, although the 
Spaniurdg say that only 200 were killed 
and 300 wounded, but we know that to 
be untrue for there were 500 man on 
the ship that was blown up, and not 
many of them "got ashore. The cap- 
tain of the Ileina Christina was killed 
by one of our sis-inch shells passing 
through his stomach,

Washington, June 20.—Ten minutes 


after the senate session opened Mr. 
'Davis, chairman ot the committee on 
foreign relations, moved that the senate 
proceed to the consideration of the Ha- 
waiian annexation resolution. 
The 


quick disposition of morning business 
and the largo attendance In the senate 
indicated an intention on the part of 
senators to press the Hawaiian question 
to the front as rapidly as possible. 


After the transaction of some minor 


business the vice president declared the 
Haxvallan resolutions to be before the 
senate. A short colloquy followed. 


Mr. Morrill of Vermont then took the 


floor to address the senate in opposition 
to the resolutions. The venerable sen- 
ator spoke In a conversational tone, but 
was accorded close attention by the sen- 
ate. Mr. Morrill said he was "unable to 
concur with the learned committee on 
foreign relations In regard to such an 
annexation, whether by treaty, by joint 
resolution, by flagrant executive usurpa- 
tion, or In any manner which leaves an 
open door for their admission into the 
Union as a state." 


"The undesirable character of the 


greater part of their lll-Rathered races 
of population, gathered by contract to 
serve long yeara of semi-slavery by 
sugar employers, does not warrant and 
never can entitle them to an equal rep- 
resentation In the senate of the United 
States with Virginia and Massachusetts, 
or with Illinois and Colorado, nor any 
other state. A new member, as a. busi- 
ness matter, ought not to be pushed 
into the Union without the consent ot 
all the present members. We can be their 
friend without taking them Into our 
family. 
The Hawaiian 
annexation 


scheme hardly belong to the present ad- 
ministration, or the humanitarian war, 
and the time may come when even Ita 
present boldest advocates may not be 
unwilling to have it more justly known 
as an untimely seven months off-spring 
of some previous administration. 


"My firm conviction, however. Is that 


annexation of distant Islands is not in 
harmony with the Constitution of the 
Unitod States, but Is conspicuously re- 
pugnant thereto, nor is It in harmony 
with the history or even with any of 
the recorded, opinions of our earliest 
and ripest statesmen. 


"The Hawaiian islands, if nnnexted, 


would prove as barren of military im- 
Dortanci' aa of commercial, which is 
Vvholly based on our unfortunate grant 
of a free market for their sugar, and 
their annexation would be a source of 
weakness and no more desirable for the 
defense of the Pacific roast thttn ^the 
back side of the moon. If annexation Is 
to be our fate at least two or three of our 
vessels of war, including one of our best 
battleships, should be sent forthwith to 
Honolulu, unless we intended to leave 
the Islands as an eaey prize to some idle 
Spanish gunboat. The formal annexa- 
tion of Hawaii, under a one-man power, 
under a republic in name, or whatever 
form of governmental experiment we 
may choose or be compelled to prescribe, 
will advertise the final wreckage of the 
'Monroe doctrine,' «i> long held dear by 
the American people. 


"The historic policy of the republic of 


the United States for the hundred years 
just passed, based, as it has been, upon 
the Found doctrine promulgated by 
Washington in his farewell address with 
words of perennial wisdom against for- 
eign entangling alliance, has taken root 
in the hearts of the American people, 
where it is treasured up as i heir political 
bible and cannot now be 'mocked at,' 
as merely an ancient tradition. 


"Its acceptance has made the nation 


great, made it respected. If our fidelity 
to the well ripened statesmanship of the 
father Of his country sh,all be per- 
petuated for the next hundred years, as 
in the past, the honor, prosperity and 
power of our republic, it may be safely- 
predicted will light and lead all V 3 na- 
tions." 


Although the amount of the subscrip-

This is par- 
ticularly true of the larger amounts. 
The number of subscriptions received 
for sums of {500 and less is large, but 
the department wishes it thoroughly 
understood by the public that, even 
should the whole loan be subscribed for 
several times over In large amounts, 
every subscription of $500 or less will be 
accepted at once, as all small amounts 
will take precedence In the allotments 
over large ones. A subscription for 
twenty millions has been .received from 
a prominent life insurance company of 
New York, enclosing a certified check 
/or $400,000, as required by the regula- 
tions governing the placing ot the loan.

COWARD. 


Bong K«»g Corrennondent toys «• •» 


Acted at Battle of Maallft. 


Tacoma. June JO.—The OrUntal steam- 


ship Olympia arrived here y*sterday, 


China p»ixr» which -accuss 


Admiral Montijo of cowardice at the 
battle of Manila. 


A special correspondent of the Hong- 


Kong Telegram writes to his paper from 
Manila, saying that the admiral did 
nothing more than flee from one vessel 
to the other during the engagement. 
He was among th« first ashore, and al- 
most before the battle had been over was 
at his villa beyond the city. He had not 
*ven allowed his captains to know where 
the Cavite anchorage was rained, and 
thla U given as a reason why some of 
the mines were exploded before the 
American ships approached theia. They 
were exploded in order to give th« Span- 
ish vessels a chance to cross the line. 
Colonel San Miguel, of the battery, com- 
mitted suicide when he found that the 
supply of ammunition was not what had 
been reported. Frauds had been com- 
mitted which had disposed of the stock. 
The archbishop of Manila has issued a 
pastoral in which he declares: 


"Very soon the country will see an in- 


surmountable barrier placed between 
you and your masters. There will be 
then for you no situation nor represen- 
tation, nor can you ever participate in 
the government of the towns. You will 
be reduced to a separate state, vilified 
nnd degraded like those of the lowest 
caste and like miserable laborers re- 
duced to the condition of coolies, and, 
further, to that of beasts or machines, 
supplied or fed by a handful of rice 
thrown In your faces as a dally allow- 
ance, simply to secure the fruits of your 
labors. 


"This is not all. The worst is that you 


will see the ruin of your temples, or that 
they will be turned into Protestant 
chapets, where there Is no altar. Oh! 
This is hard. God, Virgin, are all gone, 
the cross will have disappeared from 
your cemeteries, the crucifix from your 
schoolz and the ministers of the true 
God who made you Christians through 
baptism." 


He urges the Spanish to resist with all 


their power the Americans. 


A dispatch from Canton tells of a 


piratical raid 60 miles above the city. 
Pirates boarded the Chinsse steamer 
Welngsol at Canton, as passengers, and 
reaching a favorable place, attacked the 
crew, which resisted and after several 
hours' lighting drove them from the 
boat. The steamer drifted uslioro dur- 
ing the struggle and had not been floated 
several days later.

The hitch was 
reported to the French minister at Pekin 
and resulted In sending two warships to 
Foo Chow, taking a position where the 
arsenal could be at the mercy of the 
French guns.

HARVESTING OATS. 


FOURTH MANILA FLEET. 


General Mciritt 'Will Probably Leave 


For Hilt Pout July 1. 


San Francisco, June 20.—The fourth 


fleet of transports to convey troops to 
Manila will probably consist of the City 
of Puebla, due here on the 21st. from 
Puget Sound; the Peru, due here on the 
24th Inst. from Hongr-Kongr; the Ala- 
rneda, due here from Australia, and the 
Acapulco. now on the way from Panama, 
and due here on the 29th inst. They will 
be pressed into the service if necessary. 
To these may be added the Northern 
Pacific company's steamers Victoria 
and Olympia, now at Seattle. Both these 
vessels have been granted an American 
registery and are available as troop 
ships. Combined, this fleet will accom- 
modate all the troops that will be left 
at the camp, so the ships will only then 
be required for further drafts of soldiers. 


Major General Merritt may sail for 


Manila on the cruiser Philadelphia, 
which has just received orders to be 
ready for sea by July 1. The prospective 
governor general of the Philippines is 
anxious to reach the islands as soon as 
possible, and it has been assumed that 
he would go on the Indiana, of the third 
fleet of transports. However, he would 
be somewhat hampered by the slow prog- 
ress of this vessel, while if he goes on the 
Philadelphia he will probably reach Ma- 
nila fully as soon as the troops under 
General McArthur. Major General Otis 
will go with the fourth squadron. 


TO PHILIPPINES. 


Spanish Minister «f Marine Say* Be Will 


Send Fleet of Warship*. 


Cadiz, June 20.—Senor Aunon, the 


minister of marine, when askad whether 
the Santiago forts were in condition to 
repulse further attacks by Admiral 
Sampson'* squadron, replied: 


"I have no doubt whatever on that 


point. "We have plenty of troops there. 
Our men are well equipped and provi- 
sioned. You may rest assured that they 
will worthily defend the flag of their 
country," 
''What Is your opinion of the Spanish 


defeat In the Philippine*?' 


"It is moit lamentable that ever since 


the opening of hostilities we have found 
it impossible to dispatch a squadron to 
the Philippines to reverse wtiat we have 
•raftered. It ought to serve as a lesson 
to us for future guidance. Our lack of 
foresight has indeed co«t us dear. We 
must in the time before us seek at the 
very least to derive some benefit from 
the course which events have taken. 
Whatever the result ol tho war way be 
we must at all costs incrtase-our naval 
turcte; for what has occurred has clear- 
ly proved tht we can only consider our- 
selves to possess power on sea in a 
purely relative sense." 


'Do you propose, then, to dispatch 


some new v«s*els to Manila?" 
"I am determined to do so despite 


those who assert with an air of convic- 
tion that such a step would be entirely 
useless. It would bt an unpardonable 
trlme on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment to abandon, without an at- 
tempt to s«nd th« maid, the heroic sol- 
tiers who are maintaining the honor of 
their country. Notwithstanding the tel- 
egrams which declare the whole country 
around Manila up In arms, I can assure 
you the insurrection is confined to a 
limited area. The Appearance of our 
squadron would have an excellent effect 
on the spirits of our gallant soldiers."

Park City, XL, June 20,-—The mining

In this stretch no less 
than 75 residences, valued at from $500 
to $3000 each, uere destroyed. 


Appeals for help were sent to Salt

from Salt Lake's fire departm-ent ar- 
rived. Following them was a troop from 
the Ogden department. The fire at that 
time had reached the Crescent concen- 
trator, which fell, with a deafening 
crash. This was the southern extremity 
of its course. The Marsaic mill was 
saved after a hard fight. Three streams 
fed by a reservoir above were played 
upon it from 4:15 to 9:30 a. m. 


The estimated loss is about $1,000.000, 


with light insurance, which is distribut- 
ed among a large number of companies.

PRAIRIE AT NEW YORK. 


An Ohio Man'n Notion ot th« Proper Way 


to Cut and Put Up the Oat Crop. 


To Ret tho greatest possible good 


from tho oat crop it must bo cut early. 
Like grass, tho stalk of the oat upon 
maturity loses the rich juices which 
characterize it earlier. These juices lire 
changed into woody fiber, which is of 
little value for foediiig purposes. 
In 


fact, some horses eunuot ut all, with 
safety, eat such straw. 


When, the 'milk in the berry of tho 


oat has begun to harden a little, I like 
to begin cuttiug. The cradled imiiu 
should lie iu tho swath for a day or two, 
depending upon the weather. If the sun 
comes out hot, uot so long a time \s ill 
he needed as wiieu clouds make tho duy 
dark. -I do uot want tho straw to be- 
come dry and brittlo before putting up. 
When fairly woll dried out, 1 begin 
binding, and after the day i&fu.rly well 
spent I set up what has been bound dur- 
ing tho day. Tho sheaves are placed iu 
shocks of ten each, eight being ranged 
two and two and tho other bundles U.>- 
iug used as caps. These bundles are 
spread open by taking hold of the tops 
of the grain aud drawing it down to- 
Mtird the band until half the sheaf has 
been thus treated. One of them is placed 
over one end of the shock, butt, upward 
and pointing toward the middle, aud 
the stem is placed on thi* opposite end. 
Sometimes I put a Hiuall stone on top of 
the caps to hold them on in case the 
wind should blow hard. In this condi- 
tion the grain stands 1'or a week or ton 
days, depending again on tho weather. 
By this time, tho shocks will bo ready 
to draw iu. 


Oats cut iu this way are full of sub- 


stance. The grain will bo found fresh 
and nutritious, while the straw is about 
as good a feed as hay. Horses will dn 
well on it, and homed cattle will eat it 
with good appetite. If a reaper is used, 
I would follow the same plan of curing 
and setting up. In case of a binder the 
bands should not be too clo*,e, or the 
grain will not dry out so 1'uM; and in 
likely to mold. Last your wo had very 
stormy times while rutting <«it.i, but 1 
put mum up as 1 ha\e described above 
and never had a crop coino out in liiier 
shape, says an Ohio convf-poudeut of 
Tho Kew Knglaud Hoineolead.

The Grapevine Flea Itautlu. 


The grapoviuo flea bnetlu is sometimes 


erroneously aallnd limps. 
It occurs 


throughout tho United States aud Can- 
ada, the time of its appearance varying 
with tho latitude, and possibly being 
double brooded iu tbo south. It is oftou 
abundant on wild viucB and itlno occurs 
on the alder. In the spring it is perhaps 
the subject of nioru frequent complaint 
than any other grapu iusuct. Tho dam- 
age to tho buds is most to bo toured aud 
the hardest to prevent. A very strong 
arsenical wash, say, a pound to 50 gal- 
lons of water, with limn, applied before 
or as soon as the beetles nppuar, will 
perhaps afford protection. Mr. Howard 
has found ulso thut the beetles at this 
season inuy bo successfully jarred into 
cloth collecting frnnioj placed about the 
vines, as recoinmeudi'rt t'or the roau 
chafer, aud that if tho cloth is saturated 
with kerosene tho beetles striking it 
will soon perish. Later iu the season the 
beetles aud larva) on the foliage may 
be reached by an arsenical spray of the 
customary strength — viz, a pound of 
tho poisou to lot) gallons of water, says 
O. L. Marlatt iu a farmer's bulletin of 
the Unitad States department of agri- 
culture.
